RELATING TO MAKING APPROPRIATIONS IN SUPPORT OF FY 2019 2 

SECTION 1. Subject to the conditions, limitations and restrictions hereinafter contained in 3 

this act, the following general revenue amounts are hereby appropriated out of any money in the 4 

treasury not otherwise appropriated to be expended during the fiscal year ending June 30, 2019. 5 

The amounts identified for federal funds and restricted receipts shall be made available pursuant to 6 

section 35-4-22 and Chapter 41 of Title 42 of the Rhode Island General Laws. For the purposes 7 

and functions hereinafter mentioned, the state controller is hereby authorized and directed to draw 8 

his or her orders upon the general treasurer for the payment of such sums or such portions thereof 9 

as may be required from time to time upon receipt by him or her of properly authenticated vouchers. 10

SECTION 2. Each line appearing in Section 1 of this Article shall constitute an 28 

appropriation. 29 

SECTION 3. Upon the transfer of any function of a department or agency to another 30 

department or agency, the Governor is hereby authorized by means of executive order to transfer 31 

or reallocate, in whole or in part, the appropriations and the full-time equivalent limits affected 32 

thereby. 33 

SECTION 4. From the appropriation for contingency shall be paid such sums as may be 34 
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required at the discretion of the Governor to fund expenditures for which appropriations may not 1 

exist. Such contingency funds may also be used for expenditures in the several departments and 2 

agencies where appropriations are insufficient, or where such requirements are due to unforeseen 3 

conditions or are non-recurring items of an unusual nature. Said appropriations may also be used 4 

for the payment of bills incurred due to emergencies or to any offense against public peace and 5 

property, in accordance with the provisions of Titles 11 and 45 of the General Laws of 1956, as 6 

amended. All expenditures and transfers from this account shall be approved by the Governor. 7 

SECTION 5. The general assembly authorizes the state controller to establish the internal 8 

service accounts shown below, and no other, to finance and account for the operations of state 9 

agencies that provide services to other agencies, institutions and other governmental units on a cost 10 

reimbursed basis. The purpose of these accounts is to ensure that certain activities are managed in 11 

a businesslike manner, promote efficient use of services by making agencies pay the full costs 12 

associated with providing the services, and allocate the costs of central administrative services 13 

across all fund types, so that federal and other non-general fund programs share in the costs of 14 

general government support. The controller is authorized to reimburse these accounts for the cost 15 

of work or services performed for any other department or agency subject to the following 16

RELATING TO MAKING APPROPRIATIONS IN SUPPORT OF FY 2019 

(Page -31-) 

SECTION 6. Legislative Intent - The General Assembly may provide a written "statement 1 

of legislative intent" signed by the chairperson of the House Finance Committee and by the 2 

chairperson of the Senate Finance Committee to show the intended purpose of the appropriations 3 

contained in Section 1 of this Article. The statement of legislative intent shall be kept on file in the 4 

House Finance Committee and in the Senate Finance Committee.  5 

At least twenty (20) days prior to the issuance of a grant or the release of funds, which 6 

grant or funds are listed on the legislative letter of intent, all department, agency and corporation 7 

directors, shall notify in writing the chairperson of the House Finance Committee and the 8 

chairperson of the Senate Finance Committee of the approximate date when the funds are to be 9 

released or granted. 10 

SECTION 7. Appropriation of Temporary Disability Insurance Funds -- There is hereby 11 

appropriated pursuant to sections 28-39-5 and 28-39-8 of the Rhode Island General Laws all funds 12 

required to be disbursed for the benefit payments from the Temporary Disability Insurance Fund 13 

and Temporary Disability Insurance Reserve Fund for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2019. 14 

SECTION 8. Appropriation of Employment Security Funds -- There is hereby appropriated 15 

pursuant to section 28-42-19 of the Rhode Island General Laws all funds required to be disbursed 16 

for benefit payments from the Employment Security Fund for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2019. 17 

SECTION 9. Appropriation of Lottery Division Funds -- There is hereby appropriated to 18 

the Lottery Division any funds required to be disbursed by the Lottery Division for the purposes of 19 

paying commissions or transfers to the prize fund for the fiscal year ending June 30, 2019.  20 

SECTION 10. Appropriation of CollegeBoundSaver Funds – There is hereby appropriated 21 

to the Office of the General Treasurer designated funds received under the CollegeBoundSaver 22 

program for transfer to the Division of Higher Education Assistance within the Office of the 23 

Postsecondary Commissioner to support student financial aid for the fiscal year ending June 30, 24 

2019. 25 

SECTION 11. Departments and agencies listed below may not exceed the number of full-26 

time equivalent (FTE) positions shown below in any pay period. Full-time equivalent positions do 27 

not include seasonal or intermittent positions whose scheduled period of employment does not 28 

exceed twenty-six consecutive weeks or whose scheduled hours do not exceed nine hundred and 29 

twenty-five (925) hours, excluding overtime, in a one-year period. Nor do they include individuals 30 

engaged in training, the completion of which is a prerequisite of employment. Provided, however, 31 

that the Governor or designee, Speaker of the House of Representatives or designee, and the 32 

President of the Senate or designee may authorize an adjustment to any limitation. Prior to the 33 

authorization, the State Budget Officer shall make a detailed written recommendation to the 34

SECTION 13. Reappropriation of Funding for Rhode Island Capital Plan Fund Projects. – 21 

Any unexpended and unencumbered funds from Rhode Island Capital Plan Fund project 22 

appropriations shall be reappropriated in the ensuing fiscal year and made available for the same 23 

purpose. However, any such reappropriations are subject to final approval by the General Assembly 24 

as part of the supplemental appropriations act. Any unexpended funds of less than five hundred 25 

dollars ($500) shall be reappropriated at the discretion of the State Budget Officer. 26 

SECTION 14. For the Fiscal Year ending June 30, 2019, the Rhode Island Housing and 27 

Mortgage Finance Corporation shall provide from its resources such sums as appropriate in support 28 

of the Neighborhood Opportunities Program. The Corporation shall provide a report detailing the 29 

amount of funding provided to this program, as well as information on the number of units of 30 

housing provided as a result to the Director of Administration, the Chair of the Housing Resources 31 

Commission, the Chair of the House Finance Committee, the Chair of the Senate Finance 32 

Committee and the State Budget Officer. 33 

SECTION 15.  Notwithstanding any provisions of Chapter 64 in Title 42 of the Rhode 34 
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Island General Laws, the Commerce Corporation shall transfer to the State Controller the sum of 1 

seven hundred-fifty thousand dollars ($750,000) from appropriation provided for the Anchor 2 

Institution Tax Credit program in Public Law 2015-H 5900, Substitute A, as amended by October 3 

1, 2018. 4 

SECTION 16. Notwithstanding any provisions of Chapter 12.2 in Title 46 of the Rhode 5 

Island General Laws, the Rhode Island Infrastructure Bank shall transfer to the State Controller the 6 

sum of four million ($4,000,000) by June 30, 2019. 7 

SECTION 17. This article shall take effect as of July 1, 2018.  8
